H. E. Barnard 


Irrespective of the Volume of Busi 


ness 'Food Administration De- 


mands Additional License 


Several months ago, it was ruled 


by Dr. Harry E. Barnard, 
federal 


food administrator for Indiana, that, 
a sale 'by a retailer to a hotel, res- 
tit lira nf !" or 
ffKiardinjr-houPo 
was 


a wholesale transaction and neces- 
sitated a -United States food admin- 
istration wholesaler's license for the 
seller. That ruling is hereby modi- 
fied to this extent. Dr. Barnard says: 


Persons who are exclusively en- 


gaged in the 'business of selling li- 
censed food commodities to hotels, 
restaurants, boarding-houses, 
hos- 


pitals, schools and other large (run- I 
•^timers, are wholesalers and are re- 
quired to be licensed as such, irj^- 
speciivp of 'the volume of business. 
An intermittent or occasional sale 
at retail to an individual consumer 
shall not 'be taken to mean that the 


• Icaler is not exclusively engaged in 
the wholesale business.' within the 
meaning of |his opinion. 


A retailer, i. c.. a person whose 


business is selling food commrulitie.s 
to individual 'Consumers, .-hall not 'be 
required to obtain a license in order 
to make sales to hotels, restaurants, 
boarding-houses, hospitals, 
schools 


and other large consumers of similar 
character, unless 
his total 
gross 


sales of food commodities to botl 
individual consumers and hotels, re- 
staurants, etc.., exceeds $100,000 
vear.
